THE GEORGIA SENATORS. ; 

In the Senate today, Mr. CARPENTER, ffom 
the Committee on. Privileges and’ Elec- 
tions, to whom were referred the. cre- 
dentials of Fostrk BLOpGEeTT:and THomas. M. 
Norwoop, each claiming a seat as Sena- 
tor from Georgia for the term commencing 
March 4, 1871, submitted.a report signed by all 
the mémbers except Senator Morton, declaring 
that Mr. Noxwoop is. entitled to the seat, he 
having been duly elected in accordance 
with the law of. Congress by the Legislature 
chosen next preceding the expiration of 
the former ‘Senatorial term. The action of 
the Legislature which voted for BLODGEIT 
is held by the Committee to have’ been without 
authority, and they say the distinction sought 
to be established by Biopcerr between the 
words “elected” and *‘ chosen” in the said law 
of Congress, derives no support from popular or 
legal lexicography.
